"Hallway medicine" is not going 
away, as recent documents revealed at 
Queen's Park Tuesday show sustained 
overcrowding at a Brampton hospital. 

The Ontario NDP released a series of 
statistics earlier this week that re- 
vealed that two of the hospitals within 
the William Osler Health System, 
Brampton Civic Hospital and Etobicoke 
General Hospital, faced overcrowding 
and "more than 100 per cent capacity" 
throughout the first six months of 
2019. 

The revealing information was part 
of a packet of data obtained through a 
Freedom of Information request filed

news Tuesday when it was revealed that both Brampton Civic and Etobicoke General faced overcrowding throughout 2019. 


earlier this year. Among other statis- 
tics, the new information reveals that 
the Urgent Care Centre at Peel Memo- 
rial Centre is also running at 587 per 
cent capacity above what it is funded 
for. 

In a charged conversation, Ontario 
NDP leader Andrea Horwath accused 
Premier Doug Ford's government of 
not enough to support hospital funding 
in Brampton and beyond. "Patients 
stuck waiting in hallways aren’t fooled 
by Ford's rhetoric. They know that 
hospital funding isn’t keeping pace 
with inflation, much less patient need," 
she said. 
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The health system currently employs 
4,100 people across its three sites, with 
Brampton Civic currently serving more 
than 500,000 residents in Brampton 
and the surrounding areas. 

The data obtained by the NDP re- 
vealed that in April of this year, both 
Brampton Civic and Etobicoke General 
had an occupancy rate of 106 per cent 
for both surgical and medical units. At 
the same time, Brampton had a 104 
per cent occupancy rate for its emer- 
gency department, while Etobicoke 
had a 104 per cent occupancy.

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Diwali stunt brings attention to Brampton fireworks

A fireworks stunt in 
Brampton went viral ear- 
lier this week, with resi- 
dents criticizing a 
resident’s dangerous ac- 
tions during a public holi- 
day. 

A video posted on Face- 
book on Oct. 27 showed 
an individual placing a 
firework that had just 
been ignited within his 
turban during a Diwali 
party hosted near the 
Subzi Mandi grocery 
store, located in a plaza 
within the Ebenezer and 
Gore Road area, before 
two other individuals 
used the flame generated 
to ignite their own fire- 
works. 

As the video continues, 
the individual wearing 
the firework on his head 
allowed it to go off, spray- 
ing onlookers with sparks 
for several seconds before 
they scatter. The individ- 
ual eventually dropped 
the firework on_ the 
ground as it continued to 
spray sparks over the 
street. 

The video has received 
condemnation from other 


Regional council weighs in on wi-fi during presentation

Does cellphone radiation 
cause can- cer? 

That was the question 
posed bya 

Caledon resident recently, 
as she asked 

Peel Regional Council to 
delay a 

planned rollout of cellular 
towers in 

local areas until the tech- 
nology is more 

fully understood. 

“The writing is on the 
wall... please 

pause the 5G roll out,” 
Cristina 

Zampiero said during her 
presentation, 

held on June 27 in regional 
council 

chambers. Zampiero cited 
research on 

Health Canada’s safety 
guidelines, international 


residents, and cast a spot- 
light on the issue of public 
fireworks used in the City. 
In a statement provided 
by the City earlier this 
year, they explained that 
Brampton residents are 
allowed to use short- 
range fireworks on their 
private property only four 
times per year, with Di- 
wali being one of the four 
occasions (aside from Vic- 
toria Day, Canada Day and 
New Year’s Eve) without 
the need for a permit. 
However, fireworks that 
have the capability to 
travel more than three 
metres (10 ft.), such as 
flying lanterns, Roman 
candles and barrages, are 
banned. It is also illegal to 
buy, sell, possess or use 
long-range fireworks. 
“Use of personal fire- 
works is not permitted on 
school property, in parks 
and on any City land, in- 
cluding streets and side- 
walks,” the City stated at 
the time. “The safety of 
our residents is of pri- 
mary importance.” 
The video primarily fea- 
tures Punjabi students

as key indicators that the 
impact of cellular radiation 
is more than negligible, and 
could cause a host of health 
prob- lems. “Cell towers 
placed too close to peo- ple 
violate our human right to 
protect 

our health... they violate 
our right not 

to be experimented on,” 
Zampiero said, 

citing a 2016 study by the 
National Institute of Health, 
conducted over a period of 
ten years, that showed radi- 
ation 

being higher than just 
thermal effects. 

“T certainly do not consent 
to a military-grade small 
cell facility on the light 

post outside my front 
door,” Zampiero 


studying in Canada, who 
thought lighting a fire- 
cracker on top of a turban 
was a smart idea. 

Social media posts con- 
demned the act as disre- 
spectful to the Sikh 
turban and the commu- 
nity. 

“Stupidity at its best,” 
wrote Facebook — user 
Jaswant Kaur  Chahal, 
while fellow user Hardev 
Sangha wrote that the 
participants in the inci- 
dent were “stupid 
enough”. 

The Punjabi community 
has become outraged in 
Canada in recent years 
due to Punjabi students 
doing senseless acts. 

The students are prima- 
rily from India, who come 
to Canada to study or 
build a better life and bet- 
ter future. However, they 
often become the center 
of controversies. 

A similar video posted 
on the same day (Oct. 27) 
showed a public party 
hosted in the same plaza, 
which showed a large 
group of young adults 
playing music loudly and 


concluded. 

Caledon itself has seen 
telecommunications compa- 
nies apply to build cellu- lar 
towers in and around the 
downtown area over the last 
few years, echoing 

similar debates over the 
placement and 

frequency of towers in 
Brampton and 

Mississauga. 

Zampiero’s presentation 
has spurred 

one local daycare, the 
Caledon East 

Childcare Centre, to use 
hardwired 

equipment instead of wi-fi 
networks. 

The daycare’s executive di- 
rector, 

Brenda McNairn, said it 
was the “right 

move” for them, and has 
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dancing outside the Subzi 
Mandi grocery store. 

“Let them have fun,” 
said user Kiran Sidhu in 
response to the second 
video. “Understand what 
they go through. missing 
their families and 
friends.” 

The City of Brampton 
will host the first public 
Diwali fireworks display 
in 2020, approved at its 
Sept. 16 meeting, which 
will be held at Garden 
Square to celebrate the 
holiday. 

The issue of public fire- 
works in Brampton has 
roots dating back to Nov. 
2015, when two homes in 
the City were gutted by 
Diwali fireworks. 

Because of that, a 
Brampton city councilor 
persuaded colleagues to 
ban the sale of fireworks 
— including storing them 
in homes. The City of 
Brampton received 281 
complaint calls about Di- 
wali fireworks in 2013 — 
up 86 per cent from 2012 
— while it only received 
46 on Canada Day. 


inspired parents to do the 
same at their own homes. 

Laws have already

Peel Region lives on! 

The long-awaited state- 
ment by the province on 
the regional governance 
situation is out - and they 


have decided to keep 
things just the way they 
are. 

What does this mean for 
Peel? 

While this decision may 
not necessarily sit well 
with the City of Missis- 
sauga, being that they 
claimed to have a clear 
mandate from residents to 
have Mississauga leave 
Peel, I was at Council 
Chambers during a public 
meeting on the subject, 
and it was far from clear. 

A proclamation was 
made by council to recom- 
mend to the province that 
they be allowed to go it 
alone. I’m sure it was con- 
sidered by Municipal Af- 
fairs Minister Steve Clark 
and the province, but that 
alone was not enough to 


sway them. The public’s 
concern was how would 
Mississauga pick up the 
balance of services pro- 
vided by the Region? 

As of yet, I have not seen 
a document that describes 
how this would have taken 
place and at what cost. 

Meanwhile, I’m fairly 
sure that Brampton and 
Caledon are both pleased 
with the decision, but both 
seem willing to discuss 
what changes can be made 
to help all partners in Peel 
to streamline services and 
provide the public with up 
to date modern services. 

The province is adding 
$143 million in funding 
for municipalities to help 
them with plans to reor- 
ganize how they do busi- 
ness and deliver services, 
all to benefit the residents. 

(Just for the readers who 
might not quite under- 
stand how our municipal 
government works, we 
have four levels in Peel. 
Our cities are Mississauga 
and Brampton and our 
Town is Caledon. The 


fourth is the Region. Each 
of the first three levels 
provide the same services 
to all of us. The Region 
provides a series of differ- 
ent services, including 


public health, roads, clean 
& waste water treatment, 
garbage pickup, policing, 
paramedics services, long 


term care and delivery of 
social services.) 

I was not upset about 
this decision. I did attend 
a few regional council 
meetings this past spring 
where some councillors 
(including one in particu- 
lar) spoke out of turn and 
criticized both the Chair 


and two of the three cities, 
to the point of bad feel- 
ings. 

All of our regional coun- 
cilors serve the 1.4 million 
residents we have in Peel - 
and we need you to get 
along and take care of our 
business. 


Brampton hospital funding not up to spec,

While many hospitals 
try to operate at an 85 
per cent capacity so they 
can deal with unexpected 
increases in patient de- 
mand, both sites have 


faced sustained over- 
crowding for many 
months. 


Responding to Hor- 
wath's question, Health 
Minister Christine Elliott 
said that although the 
province has put funding 
into the 2019 budget for 
hospitals, including $68 
million in funding ear- 
marked for small- and 
medium sized hospitals 
to address staff short- 
ages, the problem won't 
be fixed easily or imme- 
diately. 

"This is going to take 
several years in order to 
be able to deal with this 
completely," said Elliott, 
adding that the situation 
won't be fixed "on a 
dime". 

The issue of hallway 
healthcare and_ over- 
crowding has _ plagued 


Brampton Civic for many 
months, with the facility 
often going into "Code 
Gridlock" as staff strug- 
gle to stay up-to-pace 
with the increasing needs 
of the community. 

The situation has at- 
tracted local and national 
support from politicians 
and party leaders, who 
have campaigned for 
Brampton hospitals to 
have more funding allo- 
cated. Earlier this sum- 
mer, Brampton Mayor 
Patrick Brown launched 
the "Fair Deal for Bramp- 
ton" petition, which 
seeks to urge the 
province to give a fair 
share of funding to lessen 
overcrowding and elon- 
gated wait times. 

The situation is "may- 
hem", Brown said when 
the event was launched 
at the Brampton Farmers' 
Market in June. "We want 
to see attention to this 
crisis... it's out of con- 
trol." 

In her remarks Tues- 
day, Elliott said that the 
problem over hospital 


overcrowding began with 
the previous government, 
referring to their inaction 
adequately addressing 
the situation. The prob- 
lem has been happening 
for several years, said El- 
liott. 

The issue of healthcare 
overcrowding was also 
highlighted in 2017, 
when Horwath held a 
roundtable discussion 
with former patients at 
Brampton Civic who had 


each spent several days 
waiting on a stretcher in 
various hallways 
throughout the hospital. 
The roundtable was held 
in response to the Wynne 
government's 2017 
budget, which committed 
an additional $9 billion 
toward new hospital con- 
struction projects but 
froze operating budgets 
and cut thousands of 
front-line workers. 
Jamie-Lee Ball, who at- 


says NDP 


tended Brampton Civic 
for abdominal surgery, 
told Peel Weekly News at 
the time that she spent 
five days being shuffled 
between hallways as she 
dealt with complications 
from the operation, in- 
cluding internal bleeding 

"This is a hospital that's 
close to home for us," Ball 
said at the roundtable. 
"The overcapacity is a 
huge concern."

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Don't Vote for Strangers: Why the GTA Went Red

For the second consecu- 
tive federal election, 
Justin Trudeau’s Liberals 
won every riding in the 
Greater Toronto Area en- 
route to victory. 

The Bloc Québécois re- 
built itself, taking seats 
from both the Liberals 
and NDP in Québec. The 
Conservatives dominated 
in the west and nearly 
swept both Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. 

All that left us with the 
sense that Québec and the 
western provinces aren’t 
feeling the love. 

What I fear the most is 
that here in our bubble of 
Ontario, we don’t know 
the feelings of those who 
feel disenfranchised from 
the rest of Canada. 

Democracy obliges us to 
let the current govern- 
ment run things while 
they’re in power, but that 
will be difficult consider- 
ing the Liberal minority 
government, and it’s clear 
there are regional divides 
among Canadians. 

We need to work to- 
gether for the future and 
betterment of the coun- 
try. 

It’s worth raising the 
question - why did GTA- 
based voters prefer the 
Liberals over the Conser- 
vatives and the NDP? 

Peel Weekly News 
reached out to members 


of various communities 
across the GTA to find out 
why the Liberals won 
their vote. 

I asked Avtar Singh, a 
57-year-old from Bramp- 
ton, about his thoughts 
about the Liberal win. 

“All incumbents were 
re-elected across Ontario, 
not just Brampton. (1) 
preferred the Liberals be- 
cause, in Brampton, the 
local representatives have 
been visible and involved. 
People like Sonia Sidhu 
are very well-liked,” 
Avtar said. 

“The Conservative can- 
didates are all unknown 
and recently nominated. 
No one had any reason to 
vote for a person they 
don’t know and have 
never seen is loved in the 
city. There needs to be a 
better selection process 
for stronger candidates. 
The same applies to NDP 
- last-minute appointed 
candidates who never got 
time to know the people 
and people never got a 
chance to know them 
well. Also, I think NDP 
leader Jagmeet Singh 
thought it’s his area, (and 
that) people will honour 
him and vote the same 
way to him and_ his 
brother when they ran for 
the provincial election. 
But sadly, that never hap- 
pened.” 

I asked Jagdish Grewal, 
the editor of the Bramp- 
ton-based newspaper, 
Punjabi Post, why did vot- 
ers in the GTA prefer the 
Liberals over the Conser- 
vatives and the NDP? 

“Tt’s the Ontario PC fac- 


tor,” Grewal replied. 
“Conservative nomina- 
tion screwups, (Stephen) 
Harper’s statement in the 
CIFF event on Sikhs. An- 
drew Scheer not visiting 
any Gurdwaras. After the 
Conservative leadership 
race, no efforts were 
made to bring on old Con- 
servatives’ workers to 
bring them together.” 

While talking about 
NDP Grewal said, “NDP 
leader [Jagmeet Singh] 
shines very late in the 
Ontario area. His popu- 
larly rose after advance 
polls. Young voters’ pref- 
erence was Jagmeet be- 
cause celebrities started 
following him. The other 
biggest effect was that 
the NDP were late in ap- 
pointing their candidates. 
[We didn’t meet them] in 
advance to know them 
well.” 

Satpal Johal, host at 
Toronto’s SSTV, said that 
the majority of diverse 
populations are able to 
connect themselves with 
Liberals. 

‘Justin’s announcement 
to stop Conservatives 
sparked voters and many 
groups polarized and pre- 
ferred to support the Lib- 
erals directly instead of 
supporting the NDP,” said 
Johal. 

“They thought if NDP 
will build a coalition with 
Liberals, then why not 
support Liberals directly. 
So, no logical need for 
NDP as a bypass. In On- 
tario, the anti-Ford factor 
did work for the benefit 
of Liberals, and it hit Con- 
servatives. Many voters 


were determined to stop 
Conservatives.” 

Bruce Marshall is a 
Brampton-based activist 
and advocate, who ran for 
regional councillor of 
Brampton Wards 7 and 8 
last year. He’s also a well- 
known Toronto radio 
broadcaster, having been 
on CHUM Radio for 20 
years. 

Marshall said that vot- 
ers went with what they 
knew - and who had been 
doing something for 
Brampton. 

“Tt’s tough to replace an 
incumbent who is deliv- 
ering - and I think the 
Liberals delivered over 
the past four years,” said 
Marshall. 

“Not the NDP for the 
above - but also because 
the NDP weren’t prepared 
going into the election. 
The NDP seems to run en- 
tirely on central control. 
They’ve got riding associ- 
ations across the country 
- but they’re ignored, 
pretty much as if they’re 
a bunch of annoying band 
groupies... The one thing 
members heard from 
Central on was - begging 
for money. They don’t 
want your involvement - 
but they do want you to 
open your wallet. Again, 
and again. I don’t know if 
every party is like that - 
but the NDP certainly is.” 

“There needs to be a 
massive house cleaning at 
national [level for the] 
NDP... and definitely at 
the Ontario NDP,” Mar- 
shall continued. 

“Not the Conservatives, 
because I think they were 


running a campaign that 
was mostly founded on 
myths and lies. The Con- 
servatives don’t want to 
acknowledge the fact of 
the climate emergency. I 
think that was a factor for 
many. By far and away it’s 
the most important issue. 
So, the Conservatives 
were the party that had 
nothing to say on an issue 
that faces not only all 
Canadians, but also all of 
mankind. 

“The previous Liberal 
government was_ not 
spectacular. But they did 
move things forward. 
They didn’t fix all that the 
Harper Conservatives 
broke with veterans — 
but they did fix some. 
They didn’t fix all that the 
Harper Conservatives 
broke with First Nations - 
but they did fix some. 
And as an activist and ad- 
vocate in the area of 
poverty reduction — a re- 
ally big issue in Peel — I 
appreciate that the Liber- 
als moved that forward in 
great measure. 

“T look forward to see- 
ing the Liberals move 
these issues further for- 
ward ... But moreover, I 
look forward to the en- 
gagement of our Liberal 
MPs on many issues to 
benefit Brampton. As it 
stands, Brampton is get- 
ting screwed by the Ford 
Nation Conservatives at 
the provincial level as 
part of Ford’s personal 
vendetta. It will be nice 


— and expected — that 
the federal Liberals will 
act like grownups and 
will be there for Bramp- 


ton,” Marshall summa- 
rized. 

In former Brampton 
city councillor Vicky 


Dhillon’s point of view, 
the reason why Ontario 
was mostly coloured red 
Monday night has more 
to do with the other par- 
ties than the Liberals. 

The Conservative 
leader [Andrew Scheer] 
was unable to deliver his 
message and solid plat- 
forms. NDP candidates 
were unknown. Doug 
Ford’s policies also dam- 
aged the Conservative 
candidates,” said Dhillon. 

“Ontarians already sad- 
dled with Doug Ford had 
no stomach for more of 
the same in Ottawa, Mr. 
Scheer should probably 
be replaced. He doesn’t 
have the imagination, nor 
the skills required to coa- 
lesce the country around 
him,” Dhillon continued. 

“(The) bottom line is it’s 
pretty sad showing for 
the Tories in Ontario, but 
otherwise not too sur- 
prising results. Undoubt- 
edly, the flood of 
immigrants into’ the 
Toronto area helped the 
Libs, and Ford’s perform- 
ance likely didn’t help the 
Tories. That was the 
biggest reason people 
never voted for the Con- 
servative Party. Flip flops 
on candidate nomination 
meant that people from 
Brampton were not 
happy with the Conserva- 
tive Party. Because of all 
this, we have this result is 
in front of us.” 
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Brampton Liberals host clean sweep in federal ridings 


It was a clean sweep last 
Monday night, as all the 
ridings in Brampton were 
retained by the Liberal 
Party. 

Kamal Khera, Sonia 
Sidhu, Ruby Sahota, Man- 
deep Sidhu and Ramesh 
Sangha all took home the 
victory in the federal elec- 
tion, while Minister 
Navdeep Bains from the 
Mississauga-Malton and 
Gagan Sikand in Missis- 
sauga-Streetsville took 
their ridings easily. 

Punjab's Anju Dhillon 
won her seat in Quebec 
from Lucien LaSalle, while 
federal minister Amarjit 
Sohi suffered the defeat of 
former Tory minister Tim 
Uppal in the Edmonton Mill 
Woods riding in Alberta. 

In Brampton East, Liberal 
candidate Maninder Sidhu 
won with nearly 50 per 
cent of the total vote in 
Monday’s federal election, 
earning a seat, after many 
experts thought was up for 
grabs in Brampton East 
after the Liberals claimed it 
in 2015. 

Sidhu won 47 per cent of 
the total vote, defeating 
NDP runner-up Saranjit 
Singh (26 per cent) by more 
than 10,000 ballots. 

Conservative candidate 
Ramona Singh was third 


with 24 per cent of the vote 
share. 

Controversy surrounding 
former Brampton East Lib- 
eral MP Raj Grewal didn’t 
sway voters. Grewal left the 
Liberal caucus in Septem- 
ber 2018 amid gambling 
problems and returned as 
an independent. He did not 
run for re-election, leaving 
Brampton East as the only 
riding in Brampton without 
an incumbent candidate. 

In Brampton Centre, resi- 
dents voted for the status 
quo, re-electing incumbent 
Ramesh Sangha with 
18,543 votes for a second 
term. 

Sangha defeated Conser- 
vative runner-up Pawanjit 
Gosal by just under 7,938 
votes, claiming 47.2 per 
cent of the overall tally. 
Sangha defeated Gosal’s 
husband and former Con- 
servative MP Baljit Gosal to 
win the seat in 2015. 

While NDP Jordan 
Boswell got 7,693 votes, 
People’s Party candidate 
Baljit Bawa only got 677 
votes. 

Residents in Brampton 
South have spoken, and 
they seem happy with the 
status quo as far as their 
representative in the House 
of Commons is concerned. 

Incumbent Sonia Sidhu 


was re-elected as MP fora 
second term with 49.5 per- 
cent of the vote total of 
23,836, while Ramandeep 
Brar took a total of 13.753 
and NDP Mandeep Kaur 
took 7828 votes. Sidhu 
swept up for the Liberals in 
Brampton. 

"Four years ago, we 
started a journey, and you 
had confidence in me," 
Sidhu said at her victory 
party at the Royal Banquet 
Hall in Mississauga. "I 
pledge to you we will make 
Brampton better." 

Sidhu finished ahead of 
Conservative candidate Ra- 
mandeep Brar and NDP 
candidate Mandeep Kaur. 
With 180 out of 201 polls 
reporting, she had 20,481 
(49.1 per cent), compared 
to Brar's 11,860 (28.5 per 
cent) and Kaur's 6,898 
(16.5 per cent). 

Brampton North chose 
red again as Ruby Sahota 
was elected as MP for a sec- 
ond consecutive time. 

The incumbent Liberal 
candidate won about 51.4 
per cent of the _ vote 
(25,697), while Arpan 
Khanna got 13,895 votes in 
the riding. 

Sahota was ecstatic to 
hear the results at her cam- 
paign party at Chandni 
Convention Centre’ in 


Brampton - where it was 
clear she had won after just 
15 polls reporting. 

Liberal incumbent candi- 
date Kamal Khera also won 
big in her riding of Bramp- 
ton West. 

Khera defeated Conserva- 
tive candidate Murarilal 
Thapliyal by almost 13,000 
votes, according to Elec- 
tions Canada. 

Election trackers state 
that Khera won 54 per cent 
of the vote in Brampton 
West, followed by 24 per 
cent for Thapliyal and 18 
per cent for NDP candidate 
Navjit Kaur. 

Jane Davidson of the 
Green Party secured two 
per cent of the vote, fol- 


lowed by People's Party 
Candidate Roger Sampson 
with one per cent. 

It was a good night in 
Brampton for the Liberals, 
claiming all five ridings in 
Canada’s ninth-largest city 
for a second straight elec- 
tion. 

Controversy surrounding 
former Brampton East Lib- 
eral MP Raj Grewal didn’t 
sway voters. Grewal left the 
Liberal caucus in Sep. 2018 
amid gambling problems 
and returned as an inde- 
pendent. 

He did not run for re-elec- 
tion, leaving Brampton East 
the only riding in Brampton 
without an incumbent can- 
didate. 


Despite that scandal and 
others like the SNC-Lavalin 
matter and Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s recent blackface 
controversy making head- 
lines over the past year, the 
Liberals won by a large 
margin in Canada’s ninth- 
largest city. 

Many pundits believed 
Brampton East could be 
wrestled away from the 
Liberals after a strong push 
in the campaign by NDP 
leader Jagmeet Singh, who 
started his political career 
provincially in the riding 
when it was still part of the 
larger Bramalea-Gore-Mal- 
ton-Springdale riding.

Do the Liberals have any regard for the budget deficit?

Justin Trudeau's Liberal 
Party is set to form a mi- 
nority government, win- 
ning 157 out of a total of 
338 seats in Canada's 43rd 
parliamentary election. 

In 2015, the Liberal Party 
won 184 seats with 39.5 
per cent of the vote, and 
has now secured 33.1 per 
cent of the vote. Thus, the 
Liberal Party got 27 fewer 
seats and 6.4 per cent 
fewer votes than in 2015. 

In Canada's history, nine 
different prime ministers 
have formed 13 minority 
governments. The Liberal 
Party is going to form its 
own minority government 
with the lowest vote per- 
centage (33.1 per cent) 
under the guidance of 
Justin Trudeau. 

In contrast, under the 
leadership of Andrew 
Scheer, the Conservative 
Party won 121 seats with 
34.4 per cent of the vote, 
and in 2015 it won with 
31.9% of the vote. The 
Conservative Party re- 
ceived 1.3 per cent more 
votes than the Liberal 
Party, but the 'regional di- 
vision' got fewer seats. 

The Liberal Party, which 
is forming the govern- 


ment, received a total of 
5,915,950 votes, while the 
Conservative Party de- 
feated the Liberal Party 
with a total of 6,155,662. 

In terms of seats, the re- 
gional party Bloc Québé- 
cois, which came in third 
place, has pushed the NDP 
to the fourth position with 
32 seats. In the year 2015, 
Bloc Québécois won at 
least ten seats. 

The Bloc received 7.7 per 
cent of the votes at the na- 
tional level, but in Quebec, 
where they contested, they 
secured 32.5 per cent of 
the vote, leaving the NDP 
in the state. 

The NDP, led by Jagmeet 
Singh, won 24 seats witha 
total of 15.9 per cent of the 
vote, which is less than 20 
seats in 2015 when the 
NDP won 44 seats and 
gained 19.7 per cent of the 
vote. Thus, the NDP got 
3.8 per cent fewer votes. 

The Green Party has won 
a total of three seats with 
6.5 per cent of the vote, 
while former Cabinet Min- 
ister Jody Wilson-Ray- 
bould, who was ousted 
from the Liberal Party, 
won her seat from BC as 
an independent candidate. 


The new People's Party 
of Canada, formed by 
Maxime Bernier, left the 
Conservative Party, has 
crushed the Conservative 
Party by 1.6 per cent of the 
vote, but no seat was won. 

The Liberal Party did not 
get a single seat in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, while 
Manitoba received only 
four seats and BC only 11 
seats. Thus, the Liberal 
Party in the West (four 
states) from Ontario has 
won only 15 seats. Experts 
also call it the West-West 
Division of the country. 

The Liberal Party is 
dominant in the East, in- 
cluding Ontario, while the 
Conservative Party is dom- 
inant in the Western 
provinces, despite winning 
seats in every state. Some 
experts even call it the 
Urban and Rural Distribu- 
tion, because the Liberals 
are pervading the urban 
areas. Some other experts 
are also calling it the name 
of the ethnic division be- 
cause the number of immi- 
grants is higher where the 
Liberal Party is running. 
All three of these ideas 
have their own weight. 

With the formation of a 
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new government before 
the minority Liberals, the 
challenges begin because 
it will not be easy to give 
Western states a place in 
the cabinet. 

Not a single Liberal MP 
was elected in either of the 
two provinces, and 
Trudeau devoid of political 
parties declared the Sen- 
ate. 

The Liberal Party offered 
a clear picture of the coun- 
try during the elections, 
but the facts tell more. 

Canada's Native commu- 
nities are spending days in 
poverty, and many Native 
tribes have no access to 
safe drinking water. Ac- 
cording to Statistics 
Canada, 3.4 million Cana- 
dians (9.5 per cent of the 
population) were below 
the poverty line in 2017, 
which cannot be consid- 
ered a picture of a devel- 
oped country. 

Due to rising house 
prices and rents, the lives 
of ordinary people have 
become very expensive. 

According to the Cana- 
dian Taxpayers Federa- 
tion, Canada's total debt is 
$695 billion today, and it 
costs $26.2 billion a year

to pay interest on the debt, 
which equates to about 
$2.2 billion a month. 

Trudeau has presented 
deficit budgets for the past 
four years and raised 
nearly $70 billion in na- 
tional debt. 

According to Trudeau's 
election program, next 
year's (2019-20) budget 
will be $27.4 billion in 
deficit, followed by a $23.7 
billion deficit next year, 
followed by a $21.8 billion 
deficit and a fourth-year 
deficit of $21 billion. That 
would raise $94 billion 
more debt over four years, 
bringing Canada's total 
federal debt to about $800 
billion. 

If the minority Liberal 
government requires the 
NDP in the budget bill or 
on the assurance resolu- 
tion, the NDP will set its 
own terms, which will re- 
quire further spending. If 
the NDP demands phar- 
macare and dental cover- 
age, the budget deficit will 
increase. 

Experts say the 'appro- 
priate' national pharma- 
care program could cost 
$40-45 billion annually. 
The widow-only pharma- 


care program can run for 
$8-10 billion periodically, 
with coverage for a limited 
number of generic drugs. 

In its four-year term, the 
Liberal government has 
proved to be a costly gov- 
ernment that has ab- 
solutely no regard for the 
growing budget deficit. 

Governments borrow or 
pay taxes to raise more 
than their income and do 
both. Debt today can actu- 
ally be a tax hike tomor- 
row or a cut in services. 

On the one hand, Justin 
Trudeau buys $4.5 billion 
worth of unmanaged oil 
pipelines and on the other 
hand, imposes a carbon 
tax, joining hands with 
those who strongly oppose 
the construction of oil 
pipelines. 

The NDP, which Trudeau 
may need at the time of 
the trust vote, also op- 
poses pipelines. People 
have made $4.5 billion, but 
Trudeau still doesn't know 
what to do with it. The 
carbon tax has to go up 
every year. 

In the second inning of 
Trudeau, it looks like 
budget deficits, total debt, 
and taxes will all increase.

Winners and losers in the fed election

The 43rd Canadian general 
elections are over, and the re- 
sults are in. 

Canadians re-elected Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau to 
pursue the ruling Liberal 
party's core agenda on race, 
refugees, gender, and the en- 
vironment — which secured 
him his first term in 2015. 

Despite trailing behind the 
Conservatives in opinion polls 
almost until election date, the 
incumbents managed to re- 
gain voter trust, just enough 
to retain power. 

Short of 13 seats for a ma- 
jority from 170 seats for the 
House of Common to form 
the government. 

Trudeau will unveil his new 
cabinet on Nov. 20, and is 
vowing to work with opposi- 
tion parties, he said last 
week. It was his first public 
comment since election night 
when voters handed the Lib- 
erals a minority mandate. 

Trudeau will now depend 
on broadly left-of-centre par- 
ties as he sets out to run a mi- 
nority government. 

Among them is the New 
Democratic Party (NDP) with 


24 seats, down 15, and the 
Greens with three. 

Having lost party status in 
2015, the Bloc Québécois, 
rooted in Quebec's sover- 
eignty movement, has 
emerged as the third-largest. 
The electoral arithmetic 
would now compel PM 
Trudeau to focus on building 
a consensus around common 
policies, mostly with smaller 
parties. 

Monday's verdict also af- 
fords PM Trudeau another 
chance to rebuild his tar- 
nished domestic record of re- 
cent months. His government 
has made major strides in re- 
ducing child poverty, the in- 
troduction of a carbon tax, 
and the legalization of recre- 
ational cannabis. 

More concrete was his ef- 
forts to re-negotiate the re- 
gional trade pact with the U.S. 
and Mexico. 

Nevertheless, young Cana- 
dian voters felt in the poll 
run-up that Trudeau had 
failed to live up to his prom- 
ise in his 2015 bid of "sunny 
ways" in politics. 

The perception grew fol- 
lowing accusations that he 
had interfered with investiga- 
tions into allegations of cor- 
ruption by the multinational 
engineering SNC-Lavalin. 

Matters were made worse 
when Jody Wilson-Raybould, 
the charismatic former Attor- 
ney General and Justice Min- 
ister, was first shifted and 


New transit line 


Caledon will soon get 
another boost to its tran- 
sit system, as a new bus 
line servicing com- 
muters will begin next 
month. 

The Town announced 
last week that the new 
“Bolton Line” will start 
on Monday, Nov. 11, and 
will service 27 new bus 
stops in the local area, 
including destinations 
on King Street, Coleraine 
Drive and Highway 50, 
among other key loca- 
tions. 

The bus line will run 
Monday through Friday 
from 6-9:30 a.m., and 
from 3-6:30 p.m. The 
buses will be operated 
by Voyago (Voyageur 
Transportation), who 
have been contracted by 
the Town to operate the 


buses. 

The news comes as 
welcome relief to com- 
muters in the Bolton 
area and will add to the 
Town’s transit capabili- 
ties, said Mayor Allan 
Thompson. 

“lm thrilled we can 
offer a local public tran- 
sit option in the Bolton 
area, the second transit 
line announced in 2019” 
Thompson _ said last 
week.. “This will give 
residents an environ- 
mentally-friendly and 
cost-effective option to 
connect them to jobs, ed- 
ucation and community” 

The new line is the sec- 
ond launch for a new 
transit option in the last 
three months, following 
the introduction of the 
new Zum Mayfield West 


then dropped from the Lib- 
eral party. She has now won 
as an independent. 

Jagmeet Singh, whose New 
Democratic Party (NDP) won 
24 seats in the general elec- 
tion, is set to emerge as the 
"kingmaker" while Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau's Lib- 
eral Party lost the majority. 

"The New Democratic Party 
is poised to play kingmaker in 
a minority Parliament after 
Jagmeet Singh spearheaded a 
turnaround on the federal 
campaign trail that may have 
saved his leadership and 
pulled his party from the 
brink of irrelevance," re- 
ported the Toronto Star. 

With 24 seats in its kitty, 
the NDP has lost nearly 50% 
of the seats it had won in 
2015. 

Despite the drop-in seats, 
Mr. Singh, in a celebratory 
speech on Tuesday, said his 
party will now be "working 
hard" to deliver on the "prior- 
ities that Canadians have." 

"When we get back to Ot- 
tawa, every single day, we are 
going to be working to make 
sure Canadians' lives are bet- 
ter," Singh said He also indi- 
cated that his party's elected 
officials will now head to Ot- 
tawa to tackle many issues, 
including taking "real and ur- 
gent action" on _ climate 
change, making life more af- 
fordable for Canadians, and 
making sure the "super- 
wealthy pay their fair share." 
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The first non-white leader 
of a federal political party in 
Canada, the 40-year-old 
Singh congratulated 
Trudeau, 47, on his win. 

"I think a Liberal govern- 
ment supported by the NDP is 
likely going to lean farther 
left," said John Manley, a for- 
mer Liberal Finance Minister 
who now works in the private 
sector. "It raises a series of is- 
sues about what are the de- 
mands that an NDP party 
would make. What's the price 
of governing going to be? I 
think businesses are going to 
be reluctant to make any 
moves until they get some 
satisfaction around that." 

Minority governments in 
Canada rarely last more than 
two and a half years. 

One senior Liberal noted 
that many legislators need to 
serve another two years to 
meet the six-year require- 
ment for a Parliamentary 
pension. 

"That gives us a pretty free 
hand for that period," said the 
Liberal, who requested 
anonymity given the sensitiv- 
ity of the matter. 

The New Democrats struck 
deals to help keep Liberal mi- 
nority governments in power 
from 1972-1974 and in 2005. 

"Those are going to con- 
tinue to be our priorities. 
Canadians elected us with 
that responsibility, and I take 
it very seriously," Singh said 
last week. "I'm hoping that

way, all-day rapid transit 
service which runs every 
15 minutes, via the “GO 
Expansion Program”. 

That decision was later 
reversed, with the 
province and Town indi- 
cating that they would 
continue to look for op- 
tions that would benefit 
commuters.

The election was a disap- 
pointment for Conservative 
leader Andrew Scheer, who 
had promised to balance the 
federal budget and eliminate 
a "carbon tax" on fossil fuels.

Local brokers charged after securities offences 


Apair of Mississauga- 
based brokers have been 
charged with offences 
under the provincial Secu- 
rities Act in relation to 
trading while prohibited, 
the Ontario Securities 
Commission (OSC) an- 
nounced late last week. 
Chandramattie Dave and 
Ravindra Dave (aka Dave 
Ravindra) of Mississauga, 
Ontario, were both charged 
with one count each of 
trading without registra- 
tion, as well as one count 
each of trading in securi- 
ties while prohibited re- 
lated to an order from Aug. 
27, 2015, the agency said. 

The allegations primarily 
relate to investments that 
they were promoting and 
selling through the com- 
pany Wealth-e Group be- 
tween Aug. 1, 2016 and July 
13, 2018. The Daves raised 
hundreds of thousands of 


dollars through the promo- 
tion, which was said to 
“have targeted vulnerable 
investors”, according to a 
statement by the agency. 

Both individuals were 
sanctioned on Aug. 27, 
2015 by the OSC for viola- 
tions of Ontario securities 
law. Ina settlement agree- 
ment, they admitted to un- 
registered trading and 
illegal distribution through 
the sale of securities, rais- 
ing roughly $5.4 million 
through approximately 34 
Ontario investors. 

Chandramattie Dave was 
banned from trading in se- 
curities for 20 years, while 
Ravindra Dave received a 
lifetime ban. Both also re- 
ceived significant mone- 
tary sanctions. 

The OSC takes allega- 
tions involving previously 
sanctioned individuals 
very seriously, said en- 


forcement director Jeff 
Kehoe. "The investigation 
and prosecution of recidi- 
vists are a priority for the 
Commission and are criti- 
cal for investor confidence 
in our capital markets." 

As a result of the OSC 
Order from Aug. 27, 2015, 
both Chandramattie Dave 
and Ravindra Dave con- 
tinue to be subject to a 
cease trade order prohibit- 
ing them from engaging in 
the business of trading or 
selling securities. 

Both individuals will ap- 
pear in Brampton court on 
Dec. 2 to answer to the 
charges. 

The investigation was 
conducted by Staff within 
OSC that investigate quasi- 
criminal and criminal of- 
fences related to securities, 
including the investigation 
of alleged recidivists. The 
primary objective is to pro- 


tect investors and further 
enhance confidence in the 
Canadian capital markets 
through effective enforce- 
ment, the agency said. 
Quasi-criminal charges 
are prosecuted by the OSC. 
Charges laid under the 
Criminal Code are prose- 


cuted by the Ministry of 
the Attorney General. 

To date, OSC Enforce- 
ment has pursued 46 
quasi-criminal and crimi- 
nal matters involving 65 
accused.

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Protest planned over LRT transformer Upcoming conference highlights 
Brampton cybersecurity 


This weekend, resi- 
dents in central Missis- 
sauga will demonstrate 
against plans by the 
province’s regional trans- 
portation agency, to place 
a giant transformer in the 
middle of their neigh- 
bourhood. 

The residents will ex- 
press their opposition to 
a new transformer being 
built by Metrolinx as part 
of the LRT development, 
which had a major con- 
struction contract ap- 
proved last week, by 
displaying a colourful, ac- 
tual size model of the 
unit - constructed with 
36 large shipping con- 
tainers - and displaying it 
in the location where the 
transformer is slated to 
go, the parking lot of 20 
Kingsbridge Garden Cir- 
cle, Mississauga. 

This site is surrounded 
by nine large condo- 
minium buildings, and 
would be dangerous if 
placed in the middle of a 
thriving residential and 
commercial neighbour- 


hood, said community 
spokesperson Grant 
Gorchynski. 

“Tt’s insane that 


Metrolinx wants to con- 
struct (this),” said 
Gorchynski. “We con- 


structed our model to 
show just how large and 
overwhelming this mon- 
strosity would be. It 
makes no sense on any 
level. We’re determined 
to stop it.” 

The planned __trans- 
former would be part of 
the 18-kilometre 
Hurontario LRT, which 
will connect the Port 
Credit GO Station in Mis- 
sissauga to the Gateway 
Terminal in Brampton. 
It’s scheduled for comple- 
tion in the fall of 2024. 

Metrolinx has desig- 
nated 19 LRT stations. 
Kingsbridge, one of the 
most densely-populated 
communities along the 
route with a population 


of more than 10,000, 
does not have any 
planned stop, and a com- 
munity action group is 
working to get one, said 
Gorchynski. 

“Metrolinx is not only 
ignoring the transit needs 
of Kingsbridge, it’s fur- 
ther victimizing the peo- 
ple of this community by 
planning to drop a giant 
transformer here,” he 
said. “That will present 
significant health and 
safety hazards, and 
sharply reduce the value 
of homes and businesses 
in the community.” 

The event will begin at 
1 p.m. in the parking lot 
on Sunday, Nov. 3 at 20 
Kingsbridge Circle.

Provincial investment aims to support local food banks 


The province is propos- 
ing changes to remove 
unnecessary barriers for 
food banks, not-for-profit 
organizations and chari- 
ties involved in food do- 
nation and community 
feeding to make it easier 
to help people in need. 

Earlier this week, Min- 
ister of Health Christine 
Elliott, social services 
Minister Todd Smith, 
and Associate Minister of 
Small Business Prabmeet 
Sarkaria announced that 
the province is proposing 
to allow organizations 
that serve low risk foods, 
like fresh fruit and pre- 
packaged items, to oper- 


ate without 
industrialized cleaning 
equipment meant for 


restaurants and a certi- 


fied food-handler onsite. 
Currently, the province 
doesn't distinguish be- 
tween fast-food chain 
restaurants and the vari- 
ous not-for-profit soup 
kitchens like Knights’ 
Table in Brampton, after 
school programs and new 
and innovative food res- 
cue and delivery organi- 
zations which operate in 
schools, community cen- 
tres, churches, mosques, 
temples and synagogues. 

"The province has many 
important regulations to 
support the health and 
safety of all Ontarians, 
which remains our key 
priority," said Elliott. 
"However, some rules are 
unnecessarily burden- 
some on _ not-for-profit 
and charitable organiza- 


tions that help support 
people and families in 
our communities with 
food insecurities. Our 
proposed changes are a 
direct response to the 
needs of these organiza- 
tions. Food banks and 
charities should spend 
their time and resources 
helping those in need." 

The proposed changes 
will ensure these organi- 
zations are preparing 
food safely while exempt- 
ing them from requiring 
a set number of hand- 
washing stations, at least 
one food handler or su- 
pervisor on site and other 
stipulations. 

"All too often, regula- 
tions make things harder 
than they should be," said 
Sarkaria. "We're fixing 


regulations that have led 
to unintentional conse- 
quences — like getting in 
the way of food banks 
and religious charities 
that are committed to 
serving others and feed- 
ing the less fortunate 
among us." 

The proposed exemp- 
tion is part of a targeted 
approach to reduce regu- 
latory burdens across 
several sectors, including 
farming, trucking, con- 
struction, health care and 
restaurants throughout 
the province. 

"We have been outspo- 
ken advocates for food 
safety training, educa- 
tion, and oversight that 
both understands the ca- 
pacity that exists in the 
non-profit sector and 


keeps people safe," said 
Lori Nikkel, the CEO of 
Second Harvest. "With 
growing opportunities to 
rescue surplus food, we 
are seeing gaps that may 
prevent food programs 
from providing good, 
healthy food to some of 
our most vulnerable pop- 


ulations." 

"Community meal pro- 
grams and food banks 
play a vital role in meet- 
ing the immediate needs 
of our most vulnerable 
residents," said Neil Het- 
herington, the CEO of 
Daily Bread Food Bank.

Caledon Business Profile - Davis Feed and Farm Supply 


Davis Feed and Farm Supply 
started in 1989, but the Davis 
family farmed the land for 30 
years before that. Owner Sean 
Davis recently spoke about his 
family, business and legacy. 


Q) When did your family 
settle here? 

A) In 1951, my grandparents 
bought this property. This big 
farm house was built in 1861 
on 112 acres. At that time, the 
property was split by the rail- 
way - there was a train com- 
ing through, but Grampa 
owned both sides. Now that’s 
all gone and it’s the Caledon 
Trailway. 

Gramma took care of the 
chickens and eggs, and they 
also had pigs, dairy cows and 
grew hay and oats. My dad 
and aunt lived here as well. 
Now on the farm is my par- 
ents, my wife and I and our 
two kids. 

At one point five years ago, 
there were four generations 
living on the farm. My grand- 
father has since passed. It’s 
great that my grandparents 
got to see things evolve. 

In 1989, my father, John, 
started Davis Feed and Farm 
Supply. 

Q) What is the business 
now? 

A) Davis Feed and Farm 
Supply was started as an agri- 
cultural supplier for cow, 
horse, and chicken feed. We 
are a retail outlet. 

We sell six major brands in 
the store, but there’s hun- 
dreds of different types of 
feed. We sell other things too 


like fences, gates - really any- 
thing for your farm. 

We have a garden centre in 
the spring, and mums in the 
fall, and Christmas trees at 
the holiday season. We grow 
oats which are sold as horse 
feed in the store, but we have 
also started selling pumpkins 
and squash which are grown 
on site. 

And we have 300 chickens - 
we sell a lot of eggs! Then 
there’s the sunflowers, which 
are grown for our bird seed, 
oil, and honey. 


Q) How do you fit into all of 
this, when did you start in the 
business? 

A) Since I was a kid, we 
were always helping Grampa 
on the farm. Our summer jobs 
were always doing the hay or 
whatever around here. But 
then I went to school for busi- 
ness and computer systems. 
Seneca College, and Ryerson 
for Information Technology 
Management. The more I got 
into it, the less I was enjoying 
it. | was living at home and I 
just wanted to be home and 
help dad out on the farm. 

Once I was committed and 
Dad knew he could rely on me 
with the farm and business, 
that’s when all the brain- 
storming happened about 
how to expand our business. 
Adding the garden centre (in 
2007) was the first expansion 
of the business. 

I worked at the Foodland in 
Caledon East for years, I 
needed the income - then 
would come home and work 


on the farm and business 
here. 


Q) Who is working the 
farm? How many staff do you 
have? 

A) It’s a big collaboration. 
My father and I work full time 
at Davis Feed & Farm Supply, 
so does my wife. On the Farm 
we all split the work that 
needs to be done after the 
store is closed and on week- 
ends. 

My Uncle Dave and cousin 
Steve help with the farm work 
too in the spring. 

Davis Feed operates year- 
round and keeps us busy all 
day. Everything else becomes 
our nighttime jobs - to get 
everything planted, picking 
pumpkins or squash, pressing 
oil. 

(We) employ eight full time 
staff, then we have three peo- 
ple for the garden centre. For 
the two weeks of sunflower 
time, we hire an additional 13 
people, mostly students, to 
help us out. 


Q) When did the sunflowers 
become part of the business? 

A) About 12 years ago, we 
started growing sunflowers 
and little by little, we ex- 
panded. It was grown for 
birdseed. It has been great for 
us. Other farmers in Caledon 
grow sunflowers and we take 
their seed as well. 

At one point, we had about 
120 acres of sunflowers grow- 
ing around Caledon supplying 
seed for the store, now we 
have 65 acres here and then 


there are other farms. Every 
acre of sunflowers yields 
about a ton of seed, which we 
will sell through the store as 
well as through the Caledon 
East Foodland and Mountain 
Wildlife in Caledon Village. 
Caledon loves their birds! 


Q) Do you find the tourism 
aspect of the business over- 
whelming? 

A) It was at first, but it is 
getting better and better... its 
quite a stress - but it’s all pos- 
itive and I love it. The biggest 
issue is parking. You just 
never know what to expect. 
Last year, people were parked 
all over the lawn but this year, 
we have a specific area people 
are directed to and staff to 
handle all of that. Sometimes 
we have to turn people away. 

This year, over 20,000 peo- 
ple came to visit our farm 
within two weeks. 

It’s shocking to learn that 
people are coming here from 
all over the world with sun- 
flowers on their bucket list - 
we met people from Mumbai, 
Dubai, South Africa... who are 
visiting Toronto and want to 
see the sunflowers. 


Q) How do you think your 
business, and especially the 
sunflowers, are benefitting 
the community? 

A) Part of the proceeds for 
the sunflower entry fee are 
donated to the Canadian 
Celiac Foundation. This year 
we raised over $16,000. It’s 
important to us, my son and I 
are both celiac. 


We get other businesses or 
organizations involved, too. 
The Caledon East United 
church came in and sold 
water as a fundraiser and 
Abbeyfield also sold water for 
their establishment. We 
hosted a yoga night for Cale- 
don Community Services and 
The Canadian Celiac Associa- 
tion. There was at total of 
100 people over two nights: it 
was so fun for us. 


Q) What do you find most 
challenging about the busi- 
ness? 

A) My parents live here and 
we live in the house beside 
the original house with our 
two children. It’s a great ex- 
perience for all of us but we 
are also living at work so 
sometimes it’s challenging - 
playing with the kids and 
sometimes people drop in 


wanting to know if the store 
is open. 

We’re open six days a week 
(closed Sunday), when the 
garden centre is open it’s 
seven days/week, sunflowers 
and Christmas trees seven 
days/week and eggs are self- 
serve so seven days a week. 
It’s a lot of work. 

If you love what you do, it’s 
fun, and we’ve chosen it. We 
adapt, to the changing times, 
we learn each season and fill 
in the gaps where we can. 

The customer base changes 
depending on the time of year 
and what they are looking for, 
it keeps it interesting.

Earlier this year, our gov- 
ernment conducted a review 
of Ontario’s eight regional 
governments and Simcoe 
County, including Peel Re- 
gion.

That’s why 
we consulted in the first 
place, and why we are listen- 
ing to the feedback we re- 
ceived. We will not be 
imposing changes on re- 
gional governments but in- 
stead will work 
collaboratively with our mu- 
nicipal partners. 

We’re going to keep work- 
ing in partnership with mu- 
nicipalities so they are 
efficient, effective and can 
meet residents’ needs. 

Building on our previous 
investments, Minister Clark 
recently announced we’re 
providing up to $143 million 
in new funding to municipal- 
ities to help them lower costs 
and improve services for 
local residents.

Breast cancer is the most 
commonly diagnosed cancer 
and the second leading cause 
of cancer-related death 
among Canadian women. An 
estimated 26,900 women 
will be diagnosed with breast 
cancer in Canada in 2019 and 
approximately 5,000 women 
are expected to lose the bat- 
tle to the disease. 

Brad Stevenson, Manager 
of Community Partnerships, 
GTA, for the Canadian Can- 
cer Society, commented on 
the impact. 

“7 in 8 Canadian women 
are expected to be diagnosed 
with breast cancer in their 
lifetime and 1 in 33 are ex- 
pected to die from breast 
cancer. The breast cancer 
death rate in women has 
been nearly cut in half, de- 
creasing approximately 48 
per cent since it peaked in 
1986. This reduction likely 
reflects the impact of re- 
search that has led to im- 


provements in screening and 
treatment for breast cancer. 

When we partner with 
generous organizations like 
the Mississauga Steelheads, 
we're able to raise the funds 
needed to continue the re- 
search, to strengthen sup- 
port networks and 
programming, to help build 
towards a world where our 
sisters, our mothers, our 
daughters, don’t need to live 
in fear of cancer. We’re truly 
grateful for the time and en- 
ergy the Steelheads con- 
tribute. Actions speak louder 
than cancer.” 

This year’s Pink at the Rink 
game also marks the second 
of five Winning Nights dur- 
ing the 2019-20 campaign. If 
the Steelheads secure two 
points on Nov. 21, fans in at- 
tendance will have an oppor- 
tunity to redeem their ticket 
for a free ticket to the club’s 
game against the North Bay 
Battalion on Dec. 13.

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Community volunteers honoured at award ceremony

It was a star-studded affair 
last weekend, as some of the 
GTA’s most storied volunteers 
- including two based in Peel 
Region - were honoured dur- 
ing a major award ceremony 
in Toronto. 

The newly-minuted 
Afroglobal Awards of Excel- 
lence, which was held at the 
Meridian Arts Centre in North 
York, honoured the world- 
wide achievements of African- 
Canadian volunteers and 
visionaries, as part of an cer- 
emony that included live 
music and dignitaries, includ- 
ing the Right Honourable Jean 
Augustine, Nollywood film 
star Ramsey Nouah and many 
more. 

The awards, which replaced 
the “Planet Africa Awards” 
initiative that was established 
in 2004, is overseen by 
Afroglobal Television, a Cana- 
dian media chain that owns a 
television station, magazine 
and other ventures. 

The new format for the 
awards, which included a the- 
atre-style setting and live per- 
formances, helps to recognize 
the accomplishments of 
African-Canadians and create 
a “paradigm shift” in the in- 


dustry, said the brand’s 
founder, Moses Mawa, during 
the ceremony. 

“The mission of the Awards 
is to showcase the aspirations 
and achievements of individ- 
uals, organizations, busi- 
nesses and agencies that 
make a profound difference in 
the lives of people of African 
descent worldwide, and to 
transform the communities 
where they live,” Mawa said, 
noting that the recipients 
being honoured came from 
around North America, Africa, 
the Caribbean and beyond to 
accept their awards. “The gala 
is awesome for networking 
and for sharing transforma- 
tional ideas.” 

Since its inception, the gala 
has honoured achievers and 
brought together people of 
African origin and others of 
goodwill, to celebrate leader- 
ship and_ excellence. Past 
headliners and keynote speak- 
ers have included Dr. Bernice 
King, CEO of the King Centre 
and daughter of Civil Rights 
leader, Dr. Martin Luther King 
Junior; legendary South 
African singer, Yvonne Chaka 
Chaka; and Dr. Julius Garvey, 
son of Marcus Garvey. 


The 2019 Heritage Excel- 
lence Award was given to 
Marjorie Taylor, the past pres- 
ident of the United Achievers’ 
Club and a recipient of 
Brampton’s Citizen of the Year 
Award. 

Taylor was born in Jamaica, 
and immigrated to Canada in 
1969. She continues to serve 
on the board of United 
Achievers’ Club, and is an ac- 
tive volunteer with the Kiwa- 
nis Club of Brampton. She 
also received the Queen Eliza- 
beth II Diamond Jubilee 
Medal, Spelling Bee of Canada 
Certificate of Recognition 
(2008), Ontario Volunteer 
Award, the 2015 Brampton 
Citizen Of The Year Award, 
and the 2019 Mayor’s Black 
History Legacy Award. 

In her acceptance speech, 
Taylor said that she was “truly 
humbled” by the recognition, 
and implored the audience to 
continue making an impact in 
their own communities. 

“Excellence is not a gift, but 
a skill that takes practice,” 
Taylor said. 

The evening’s Community 
Service Award was also given 
to Ron Cunningham, the 
founder and president of Citi- 


zens for the Advancement of 
Community Development, 
which operates out of the Mis- 
sissauga Valley Community 
Centre. 

Cunningham, a former ac- 
countant and corporate fi- 
nance officer who worked at 
many of the country’s leading 
banks, has helped create 
after-school, leadership, men- 
toring, youth justice and 
health programs throughout 
the community and in local 
schools. He received the 
Queen Diamond Jubilee Medal 
in 2012, Ontario Volunteer 
Service Award, and the City of 
Mississauga Civic Award. 

During his acceptance 
speech, which he accepted 
alongside his wife Sonia, said 
that he was amazed by the 
award. 

“IT stand here in awe of the 
tremendous work that 
(Afroglobal) does to advance 
the needs of the Black com- 
munity,” he said. “I’m truly 
elated that I’ve been included 
in the company of such stal- 
warts.” 

Cunningham also credited 
his wife with the organiza- 
tion’s success, and left the au- 
dience with a message that 


was repeated throughout the 
evening - “We’re the ones 


we’ve been waiting for. We 
are the change we seek.” 

The night’s awards also in- 
cluded a special Dr. Martin 
Luther King Award that was 
given to Denham Jolly, the 
founder and CEOof Flow 


93.5FM, CBCreporter and 
host Amanda Parris, and the 
Honourable Zanana Akande, 
the first Black female Minister 
and Member of Provincial 
Parliament, as well as a per- 
formance by the Crawford Ad- 
ventist Academy choir.

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Diwali gala raises $710,000 for hospital care

Diwali arrived in style ear- 
lier this month, as 1,000- 
plus attendees joined 
together to celebrate the fes- 
tivities - and raise money for 
a worthwhile cause - during 
an annual gala fundraiser. 

The 18th annual Trillium 
Diwali Gala took place on 
Oct. 18 at the Pearson Con- 
vention Center in Brampton, 
bringing physicians, sup- 
porters, politicians and 
more out for the country’s 
longest-running Diwali cel- 
ebration. 

The annual event has 
raised funds for much- 
needed hospital care and 
equipment funding in the 


past, including advanced 
treatment technologies, new 
programs, and patient-cen- 
tred care spaces that meet 
the needs of the community. 

Over the past 17 years, the 
event has raised nearly $10 
million dollars for Trillium 
Health Partners - and this 
year proved to be no excep- 
tion, with guests and donors 
coming together to raise 
$710,000 during the annual 
festival. 

Diwali is celebrated 
throughout the world dur- 
ing the months of October 
and early November, and 
sees individuals across the 
world marking the occasion 


(also known as “festival of 
lights”) with fireworks, 
community ce 

Events such as the Diwali 
gala play a large role in the 
hospital’s funding campaign 
and support much-needed 
care initiatives, said one of 
the hospital’s oncologists. 

“There shouldn’t be any 
wait for equipment... the 
strength of the community 
lies in the support of local 
initiatives like the gala,” said 
Dr. Mala Bahl, the gala’s 
medical chair. 

The funds raised by this 
year’s gala will support the 
hospital system’s oncology 
unit, via the purchase of 


new equipment that will 
help with screening for 
breast cancer and diagnos- 
ing patients faster. The new 
equipment will also help 
identify the most precise 
forms of treatment for the 
best possible outcomes, said 
Bahl. 

The evening was emceed 
by noted volunteer and com- 
munity supporter Jake 
Dheer, who introduced the 
night’s program, which in- 
cluded a performance by 
Bollywood sensation Kanika 
Kapoor. 

Referring to the crowd as 
a “big family,” Dheer said 
that the event brings people 


from all walks of life to- 
gether for an evening of en- 
tertainment and food - all 
while supporting a great 
cause. 

“Family is what Diwali 
means to me,” said Dheer. 
“Diwali is beyond indiviid- 
ual happiness... it is a uni- 
versal celebration.” 

To that end, guests at the 
gala raised more than 
$100,000 in donations alone 
even before dinner was 
served. 

The continued level of 
support from the commu- 
nity are always vital, but 
more can always be done, 
said the gala’s community 


chairperson, Sapna Mehta. 

“Hospitals aren’t always 
able to manage the increas- 
ing demands of the commu- 
nity, which makes events 
like this so vital,” said 
Mehta, who has been in- 
volved with the gala for sev- 
eral years. 

One in two Canadians will 
be diagnosed with cancer at 
some point in their life, said 
Mehta, and the new equip- 
ment will be a vital resource 
for early screening and 
treatment. 

“When you increase 
screening, you increase 
their survival rate,” Mehta 
explained.

How to win an election

A great politician once said, 
"You don't win an election be- 
cause you are good. You win 
an election because your op- 
position leader is weak." That 
appears to be true in most of 
the elections around the 
world. 

Look at our 2019 Canadian 
federal election last week. 
Justin Trudeau did not win 
the election because he was 
good. He won because the op- 
position leader, Andrew 
Scheer, being his first time 
participating in a general 
election, was weak in captur- 
ing the 416 areas in Toronto, 
weak in connecting to the 
people and weak in present- 
ing his policies to the voters. 

In the 2015 election, Justin 
Trudeau did not win the elec- 
tion because he was good. He 
won because the opposition 
leader, Stephen Harper, was 
weak. 

Harper was already serving 
nine years as Prime Minister 
of Canada, and a majority of 
Canadians were not happy 
with the policies and numer- 
ous scandals he courted. 

His popularity declined 
drastically and, as I call it, 
"election fatigue" caught up 
with him - he fought three 
general elections. He even had 
celebrities, such as Wayne 
Gretzky, to help him win the 
election. But he still lost be- 
cause he became weak in con- 


necting with the voters. 

However, had Trudeau chal- 
lenged Harper in his first or 
second term of governing the 
country, when he was in his 
prime years, I am_ sure 
Trudeau would have lost the 
election because the latter 
would have been a weak op- 
position leader. 

Just look at how Harper de- 
feated Stephane Dion and 
Michael Ignatieff. He did not 
win those elections because 
he was good. He won the elec- 
tion because his opposition 
leaders, Dion and Ignatieff, 
were weak leaders. 

Jean Chretien, former Cana- 
dian Prime Minister, won 
three majority elections, not 
because he was good, but be- 
cause all the opposition lead- 
ers were weak. 

To make my case more jus- 
tifiable, Chretien, in his last 
two terms in the office, de- 
cided to call an election in the 
third year of his mandate - 
normally an election is called 
after the fourth year of man- 
date - because he knew very 
well there would not be a 
strong opposition. Hence, he 
won those two _ elections 
hands down. 

In 1997, he knew the oppo- 
sition leader, Preston Man- 
ning, would not be able to get 
any votes from Ontario and 
Quebec, and hence made him 
a weak opposition leader. 


Chretien won another major- 
ity in that year. 

I do remember during the 
televised debate in that year 
that Joe Clark, another ex- 
Prime Minister of Canada, 
bluntly said to Chretien a 
statement to the effect of, 
"You called this election so 
early because you knew there 
is no strong opposition..." 

In 2000, he knew the oppo- 
sition leader, Stockwell Day, 
just was not popular in On- 
tario and Quebec, and hence 
made him another weak op- 
position leader. That year, 
Chretien won another major- 
ity government. 

To be a Canadian Prime 
Minister, you must win the 
majority seats in Ontario and 
Quebec. 

Also, look at the mayoral 
election for the city of 
Toronto. During the last may- 
oral election, John Tory just 
did not have a strong con- 
tender. In my opinion, he won 
the election hands down be- 
cause the opposition was 
weak and not because he was 
a good politician. He did not 
put any effort in that election 
and still won. 

Had he fought the mayoral 
election against leaders such 
as Rob Ford, David Miller, Art 
Eggleton, Barbara Turnbull 
or June Rowlands, chances 
were that he would have lost 
the election because they 


were strong leaders. 

Take a look at our last On- 
tario provincial election. 
Doug Ford did not win the On- 
tario provincial election be- 
cause he was good. He won 
because the opposition leader, 
Kathleen Wynne, was weak. 

The same scenario, as in the 
2015 federal election, played a 
role for Doug Ford to win his 
election. Wynne had already 
served five years as premier 
and weathered several scan- 
dals, and could not connect to 
the voters. 

Her popularity was drasti- 
cally declining, and she be- 
came weak in attracting 
potential voters and felt the 
"election fatigue." 

The opposition leader was 
so weak that anyone in Doug 
Ford's place would have won 
that election. 

Sometimes, a one line state- 
ment in a debate can make a 
huge difference in winning or 
losing an election. 

In the 2011 general election, 
NDP leader Jack Layton said 
to Ignatieff, "Sir, when some 
one does not come to work 
everyday he or she is fired..." 
Or when Brian Mulroney said 
to John Turner in a television 


debate, "...you sold our coun- 
try to..." 
Another reason Justin 


Trudeau won the last election 
is because we Canadians are 
too generous, forgiving and 


courteous. 

We do not like to fire our 
Prime Minister in his or her 
first term. It is very rare. The 
most we could do for him is to 
give him a minority govern- 
ment instead of a majority. 
That way, we will hold him 
accountable for all his actions, 
and we just might give him a 
majority the next time around 
if he performs and behaves 
well. 

For Trudeau, his honey- 
moon is over now. It lasted 


four years because he had a 
majority government. 

He ruled this Canadian gov- 
ernment as he pleased with- 
out any opposing force 
because he had a majority 
government. Now he will feel 
the real challenges in his life 
as a leader when he will have 
to work with the opposition 
leaders to pass any bill or leg- 
islation. 

Sometimes, unity is the 
greatest thing of all!

Nicole Wright is a breast 
cancer survivorwho is 
using her experience to 
bring joy to those who are 
traveling the same road 
she once did. 

For the past five years 
during Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, Nicolet 
has been taking time out of 
her busy schedule as a 
working mom and 
women’s empowerment 
coach to deliver dozens of 
care packages to cancer 
patients at the Credit Val- 
ley Hospital 

Talking to Peel Weekly 


News last week, Nicole 
said she lost her own 
grandmother Icilda_ to 
breast cancer. She said she 
knew her grandmother 
took a turn for the worst 
when she could not find 
anyone who would talk 
with her at the clinic 
where she was receiving 
treatment. 

“After losing my grand- 
mother to her battle with 
breast cancer, I reflected 
on my own journey while 
being treated for breast 
cancer,” said Nicole. “I 
knew that one of the 
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things I would have loved 
to see was someone who 
had walked the road I was 
walking on and was still 
filled with joy. I wanted to 
see someone who was 
happy.” 

Nicole takes care pack- 
ages to the patients she 
visits and has dubbed 
these packages “Icilda’s 
Angel Chemo Kits.” in hon- 
our of her grandmother. 

The kits represent hope, 
and their whole purpose is 
to “spread cheer to women 
going through cancer 
treatment.” 


“My overall objective 
with delivering the chemo 
kits is to bring happiness 
and joy into the lives of the 
persons being treated,” 
Nicole said. “Everything in 
the kit has a purpose.” 

Nicole said she has put a 
lot of thought and care into 
the packages. As a breast 
cancer survivor herself, 
she knows exactly what 
patients undergoing treat- 
ment need most besides 
chemotherapy. 

Her chemotherapy kits 
include cozy socks to keep 
feet warm, lip balm to pro- 
tect lips, hand lotion for 
the various changes the 
skin goes through while on 
chemotherapy, peppermint 
candies to fight nausea 
and help with dry mouth 
during treatments, a moti- 
vational quote to cheer pa- 
tients on the journey, 
earbuds to block out noise, 
hand sanitizer to protect 
from germ, and facial tis- 
sue for those times when 
the tears won’t stop.

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Canine unit trains for a safer community Vietnamese community raises needed

Petawawa in eastern On- 
tario. 

Speaking last week, repre- 
sentatives from the force 
said that they enjoyed par- 
ticipating in this joint train- 
ing for many years, and 


although the location and 
mission remain the same, 
the experience and outcome 
is always different. 

The goal of this exercise is 
to push the abilities of these 
elite soldiers through realis- 
tic training. Three teams of 
snipers were dropped into 
different areas of a massive 
forested area, and with just 
a compass and map, had to 
reach a target destination 12 
kilometers away in only 5 


hours. 
If that didn’t challenge 
their skills enough, try 


doing it with only a 15 
minute head start on one of 
Peel’s finest four legged 
members who’s been given 
the command to track you 
down. 

In the end, two of the 
three sniper teams were 
tracked down and captured, 
leaving one team to claim 
victory and the subsequent 
bragging rights. 

Over the three days of 
training, police officers and 
military personnel contin- 
ued building on an already 
strong and valued relation- 
ship by sharing tips, tech- 
niques and expertise that 
everyone will benefit from. 

The canine teams that 
participated in this year’s 
training were Cst. Jennifer 
Dagg with PSD Qaybre, Cst. 
Jay Senechal with PSD Stark, 
Cst. Kerry Gillard with PSD 
Ezekiel, Cst. Mario Pittarelli 
with PSD Kylo and Cst. Jar- 
rett Curtis with PSD Griffin. 

“All of our guys were 
thrilled about working with 
you and the work you all do 
outside of this exercise,” one 
of the Armed Forces exercise 
coordinator said after the 
exercise.

Cooksville Branch 582 
(456 Hensall Circle) will 
host a parade, beginning 
at 10:15 a.m. at the Le- 
gion. 

On Remembrance Day 


(Monday, Nov. 11), sev- 
eral parades will take 
place in all three cities. A 
Sunrise Service will be 
hosted at Meadowvale 
Cemetery Chapel (7732 
Mavis Road), beginning 
at 7:55 a.m. A parade and 
Service of Remembrance 
will be held at Ken 
Whillians Square's Me- 
morial Cenotaph, begin- 
ning at 10:55 a.m. In 
Mississauga, a Remem- 
berance Parade will begin 
at Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 82 (35 Front 
Street North) at 9:30 
a.m., followed by a 
church service at Trinity- 
St. Paul Port Credit (26 
Stavebank Road) and a 
ceremony at 11 a.m. at 
the Cenotaph at Vimy 
Park (29 #Stavebank 
Road) at 11 a.m.

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Check out Mississauga’s Historic Neighbourhoods 


Since the City of Missis- 
sauga was incorporated 
in 1974, it has grown to 
become Canada’s sixth 
largest city. 

Mississauga grew from 
several historic villages, 
with some disappearing 
over time and others con- 
tinuing to exist today. 
Each neighbourhood is 
steeped in historical sig- 
nificance and provides 
endless opportunity for 


discovery. Check out a 
few of Mississauga’s his- 
toric neighbourhoods and 
landmarks. 

(Clarkson) 

Many consider Clark- 
son to be Mississauga’s 
first settled area, with 
settlement in Clarkson 
beginning as early as 
1807. Clarkson is also 
home to two heritage 
houses that are open to 
the public: Bradley House 


and Benares_ Historic 
House. 

Located within a 70- 
year-old maple grove, the 
Bradley Museum Com- 
plex consists of four 
buildings, three of which 
are designated Ontario 
Heritage Sites. The 
Bradley House itself was 
built in 1830 and contin- 
ues to stand on the origi- 
nal property owned by 
the Bradley family. 
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Until Nov. 17, check out 
the Mississauga Miracle 
Exhibition at the Bradley 
Museum to see archives 
and artifacts from the 
1979 Mississauga Train 
Derailment. 

Home to four genera- 
tions of the Harris family, 
the Benares_ Historic 
House was originally 
built in 1835. It currently 
houses the impressive 
Harris Family collection, 
with more than 95 per 
cent of the artifacts in the 
house being original to 
the family and home. 

Visit the Bradley Mu- 
seum and Benares His- 
toric House from 
Thursday to Sunday from 
12-4 p.m. 


(Streetsville) 

With settlement begin- 
ning around 1819, Missis- 
sauga’s ‘Village in the 
City, became a bustling 
centre for political and 
economic activity. Today, 
Streetsville is home to 
Mississauga’s largest col- 
lection of historic build- 
ings, including the Leslie 
Log House, as well as two 
City-owned, historic 
cemeteries. 


Designated under the 
Ontario Heritage Act, the 
Leslie Log House is home 
to the Streetsville Histor- 
ical Society and Archive. 
The house maintains its 
original structure and 
provides a rare example 
of log construction from 
the early nineteenth cen- 
tury. Visit the house on 
Wednesdays and Sundays 
from 1-4 p.m. 

The Streetsville Memo- 
rial Cemetery is a local 
landmark and an integral 
part of the Streetsville 
community. With burials 
beginning in 1824, the 
cemetery is rich in his- 
tory. The land was pro- 
vided to the Presbyterian 
Church by Timothy 
Street, after whom 
Streetsville was named. 

The Streetsville Public 
Cemetery was_ estab- 
lished in 1892 after the 
Streetsville | Memorial 
Cemetery reached capac- 
ity. Overlooking the 
Credit River, the ceme- 
tery provides a park-like 
setting, with mature 
trees and beautiful land- 
scaping. The cemetery 
continues to serve the 
Streetsville community 


today. 
(Lakeview & _ Port 
Credit) 
Located on Missis- 


sauga’s eastern water- 
front, the Arsenal Lands 
became the site of a large 
munitions plant in 1940, 
which manufactured ri- 
fles and small arms for 
the Canadian Army until 
1974. 

The Small Arms Inspec- 
tion Building now hosts a 
variety of art exhibits and 
creative programs that 
are open to the public. 

The Port Credit Ceno- 
taph, the oldest cenotaph 
maintained by the City, 
was first unveiled on No- 
vember 9, 1925. 

The cenotaph honours 
those who served in 
World War I, World War 
II and the Korean War. 
Residents can attend the 
Remembrance Day cere- 
monies that take place at 
this location on Novem- 
ber 11.
